NEW KED CONTROL METHOD 


(Experimental Farm News) 

A new, effective, and simple method 
of ked, sheep tick, contro] has 
been developed at the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Lethbridge, during ' 
the past two years. A power sprayer, 
such as that used for warble fly con- 
trol, used for applying the 
dip mixture. The sprayer generates 
400 pounds pressure and no modifi- 
cations from warble fly equipment ts 
though a boom with three 
nozzles, instead of the single nozzle 
gun, speeds up the For treat- 
ment, the sheep are crowded into a 
pen, not and the | 
spray is applied from above them. If 
the fleeces are well saturated and the | 
sheep are crowded together, the liquid 
will seep down the sides and on to the 
bellies. 

It recommended that spraying 
take place two to three weeks after 
shearing as at this time the dip can be 
applied safely, there is enough wool to 
hold the liquid, and not enough wool 
to require excessive amounts,

GROW ANOTHER HOG FOR 
BRITAIN 


The Alberta Livestock Co-operative 
is conducting a campaign to encourage 
Alberta farmers to produce an extra 
million hogs this year so that Canada 
will be able to complete its bacon 
contract with Great Britain. A cam- 
paign is being conducted under the 
slogan “Grow Another Hog tor 
Britain.” 

Hugh Allen, president of the A. L. C. 
points out that the British bacon rat- 
ion has been reduced to 2 ounces per 
person per week-——4 small slices. He 
says the British bacon ration depends 
on Western Canada. He points out 
that farmers can make 25 per cent 
more by feeding grain to hogs than by 
selling it into commercial channels, 
and that after including all costs of 
hog production. Canada has contract- 
ed to supply Britain with 350 million 
pounds of bacon this year and 400 mill- 
ion pounds next year.
